Numbers of People of all Degrees 

and Ages under Fifty, (for few a- 
bove that Age were then ſeiz d with 
it,) inſomuch that the Bills of Mor- 
tality amounted weekly to twelve 
or fifteen Hundred, for a conſider- 
able Time: In the Beginning of 
this Conſtitution, Patients were 
treated, by other Practiſers as well 
as myſelf, with Bleeding and Vo- 
miting indiſcriminately, Bliſtering 
early and without Mercy, Sal Mitri, 
or Saline Draughts, with or with- 
out Sal. Vol. C. C. which were con- 
tinu d four or five Days without 
real Advantage, and were then 


changed for Conf. Raleigh, which, 


doing no more Service than the for- 
mer, was again chang'd in three or 
four Days more for Sal C. C. Pulv. 
| Serp. Sec. which then brought on 
Deli

Delirium and Subſultus Tendinum, 
Symptoms which introduc'd a Su- 
ceſſion of Bliſtering Plaiſters from 
Head to Foot, which were not like- 
ly to relieve the Patient in any De- 
gree, ſo long as the Cauſes of all 
this Miſchief, 20% hot Medicines, 
were daily repeated, till the Scene 
clos'd in Death; but which did 
not frequently happen till the 15 th, * 
20th, or ſometimes the 2 5th Day; 
with this Satisfaction only to their 
ſurviving Relations and Friends, that 
tbey had, as they thought, done all 
that could be done for the Deceas d; 
altho', to ſpeak the Truth, they 
could not take a more effectual Me- 
thod to remove them out of the 
World. This ſhocking Succeſs, 
which made me almoſt weary of 
my Profeſſion, as I could not avoid

thinking, that we all treated this 
Fever after a wrong Manner, obli- 
ged me often to think ſeriouſſy up- 
on the Matter, and examine many 
of the beſt Authors, who had wrote 
of Fevers; I could find nothing in 
them that ſuited my Purpoſe, and 
but very few that even mention'd 
ſuch a Fever; till, dipping into 
Allen's 8ynopfis, I found that Sir 
David Hamiltons Treatiſe upon 
that Subject was my chief Depen- 
dance {c}. This J procur'd, and, 
after reading it over and over again 
with great Attention, determin'd to 
follow the ſame Method in that Caſe, 
with all the Patients who ſhould

{c) T did not know that Sir Richard Blackmere had 
wrote upon that Subject, till very lately I accidentally 
read his Diſcourſe of the Plague, wherein I found a 
preyious Account of the miliary Fever.

happen afterwards to fall under my 


fole Management; as I religiouſſy 
obſery'd the ſpeculative, as well as 


the practical Part, fo did I ever afs 


ter as happily conduct my Patients 
thro every Stage of the Diſeaſe; for, 
as before, not more than five out 


of ten liv d, ſo now nor one in ten 


died, and thoſe only who had ſome 
other Diſeaſe in Conjunction with 
this Fever; with this Inconvenience 
only, that the Cure, tho almoſt 
certain, was very tedious, even 20, 


25, or 30 Days. But happy was I, 


that I had met with even a tedious: 


Cure; nothing now remain d for 


me to do, but farther to chmſider 
if it was not practicable to contract 
the Cure within a ſhorter Compals, 


by more powerful Medicines, and 


yet ſuch : as would by no Means ag- 
gravate 
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(vr 
gravate the Symptoms. Whilſt I was 
thus pondering, I recollected that 
my Author obſerv'd; as a favourable. 
Prognoſtic, that the drowfier Pati- 
ents are, the happier they recover (d). 
Reaſoning with myſelf upon this 
Principle, I luckily hit upon a 
ſpeedier Method, which from Time 
to Time, with the greateſt Care and 
Attention, I alter'd, till I had re- 
duc'd the Cure of this devouring. 
Fever to as great Certainty, as al- 
moſt any we can boaſt of in the 
Practice of Phyſic: Thus I fix d 
the Rule of my Practice for the fu- 
ture, and which I have continu'd 
from that Time to this, with ſo

much Succeſs, that, for ſeven Years 
paſt, I confidently affirm, I have 
not loft above four Patients' out of 
a Hundred, of that Fever in its 
ſimple State; nay furthermore, for 
one Patient that I have had under 
my Care fifteen Days, ten have per- 
fectly recover d in two Thirds of 
the Time, and, even in many, all 
dangerous Symptoms have been ab- 
ſolutely remov'd before the Erup- 
tion appear'd ; which, altho' it may 
ſeem ſtrange to moſt of our Pro- 
feſſion, is nevertheleſs no more 
ſtrange than true, as they them- 
ſelves may prove, if they diligently 
obſerve the Mature of the Diſeaſe, 
and exactly follow the Method of 


Cure, as J have done before them.

Satisfaction as I communicate mine, 
having nothing more at Heart than 
the. Service of my Profeſſion, and 
the Uſe of all poſſible Means for the 
public Welfare.

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Have dhaſen to deſcribe; beſte 
all other Diſeaſes,” the Nature 
and Method of curing a Millu 
Fever ; becauſe I know of none 
who have hitherto treated of *this 
Fever, as of a different Sort, at leaſt, 
in any ſatisfactory Way; when, 
i notwithſtanding, I have known it, 
in ſeveral, to turn either into a 
chronical Diſtemper, or in a ſhort 
Time to prove fatal. For this 
ſometimes comes to paſs, in a mild 
Beginning of this Diſtemper, from 
a Neglect of themſelves, or thro 
an Impatience of the Sick at its 


long Continuance; and ſometimes

alſo from the Ignorance of the Phyſi- 
cians, being deluded with its fallaci- 
ous Symptoms; or, laſtly, thro an un- 
reaſonable Fear e of being thought 
greedy of Gain, they omit conti- 
nuing their neceſſary Viſits. Where- 
fore, I have thought it a Work wor- 
thy of my Time, if by theſe my 
Obſervations, being diligently col- 
lected from the daily Inſpection, or 
Attendance upon ſick Perſons, I 
might afford ſome Light to young 
Practitioners; and by theſe Means 
ſtir up the more ſkilful to pub- 
liſh their-own ; and the Reader may 
aſſuredly believe, that I have —

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This Kind of Fever is two-fold, fimple 
agd compound. I call it ſimple, as often 
as no Puſtles befides the miliary appear, 
whereof I am going to diſcourſe ; but com- 
pound, when red, papillary Puſtules are 
interſpers d with the miliary, and which, 
.when they are ſolitary, are commonly cal- 
led a Raſh. And it is farther to be obſery'd 
that miliary Puſtules are ſometimes in- 
termix d with the Small-Pox, and, while 
the Small-Pox riſes up, thoſe gradually 
wither away; but remain ſtanding, after 
the papillary are dried up. 


A Deſeription of the Mihary Fever, 


That I may the better deſcribe the Hi- 
ſtory of a miliary Fever, I ſhall reckon up 
the Antecedents, Concomitants, and Con- 
ſequences. 5 


The Antecedents are, a weak Conſti- 
tution of Body, whether the ſame be na- 
tural

tural or adventitious, caus d by immode- 
rate Evacuations, or too ſpare Diet; a ſe- 
rous or wat ry Blood; a weak and timo- 
rous Mind, and eaſily annoy d by external 
Accidents, as in Women and effeminate 
Men; much and deep Study (or Thought- 


fulneſs) or Sorrow; an Obſtruction, or 
Ulcer in any Part, attended with Pain: 
Whence thoſe Perſons who have been long 
afflicted with a Cholic Pain, Gout, or Stone, 
or an Ulcer of the Kidneys, are more ob- 
noxious to this Fever. Alfo an inward 
Heat in Women, with or without Thirſt 
and eſpecially about the Time of their Deli- 
very, whereby alſo the Pains of Child-bear- 
ing are leſs ſevere than uſual, and the Spirits, 
without any evident Cauſe, are very much 
depreſs'd, with an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, 

cauſing Sighs; wherein, as in all other Fe- 
vers, here alſo un * an exter- 

= Coldneſs. 


The Concomitants, or Symptoms ac- 
companying this Fever, are oftentimes a 
Pain reſembling that of the Cholic, Stone 

E 2 of 
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of the Kidneys, Pleuriſy, Rheumatiſm, or 
that of Child- birth; likewiſe an Oppreſtan 
of the Breaſt, with a Sinking of the Spirits: 
And, two or three Days after the {aid Pain 
is gone off, there comes on a Shivering of 
the' whole Body, and then a Coldneſs and 
an Heat alternately ariſe. Yet this Heat is 
milder than in a common continual Fever. 
and comes neater to that of natural; the 
Palms of the Hands are affected with a 
more intenſe Heat, while the Back- part is 
much cooler; the Pulſe alſo is frequent, but 
weak ; the Spirits often flag very much; 
and the Breaſt, being opprefied as it were 
with a> great Weight, cauſeth Sighings ; 
the Sleep ſtealing on is ſuddenly interrup- 
Symptoms; for the Patients are often with+ 
out Sleep for many Days and Nights to- 
gether (V without a Delirium, or à Pain 
of the Head, and generally much longer 
than in other Fevers. I wet with a very

Symptoms, deceiving young Phyficians, 
make them frequently attribute this Effect 
to the Vapours, as they term it. They 
who are ſeized with this Fever, are ſome 
times afflicted with a Sickneſs at Stomach, 
eſpecially after Sleep; and ſometimes with 
a Soreneſs, either by their own ,Negligence, 
or 4 bad Practice; to wit, While heating 
Medicines, uſual in hyſteric Paroxyſms, arg 
 preſcrib'd, without Diapboretics ; whence 
in Lieu of a mild Procedure of Nature, ex- 
pelling the morbific Matter by a gentle 
Sweating, a rapid Fermentation throws 


down the ſame into the Guts. The Belly

of the Bowels ; one while they are thirſty, 

at others, very little ; ſometimes the Hands 
and Tongue, big: ſtretched out to' the-

in a trembling Manner; they are alſo often 
moleſted with convulſive Motions, a Deli 
rium, and a difficult Reſ piration; the Exa- 
cerbations of -which Symptoms return like 
the Paroxyſms of an intermitting Fever.

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Theſe Puſtles generally appear in the 
Breaſt, Neck, and Interſtices of the Fin- 
gers, ſometimes alſo in the whole Body; 
and, after a daily and gradual Increaſe, they 
at laſt vaniſh away, leaving the Skin rough 
in the Seats of the Puſtles. They ſome- 
times itch, eſpecially in a complex miliary 
Fever; that is, where red papillary Puſtles 
are mix d with the miliary. And it is to 
be obſerv'd, that, by how much ſimpler 
this Fever is, by ſo much lighter are the 
Symptoms, and which for this very Rea- 
ſon frequently creates 'a Neglect, both in 
the unwary Phyſicians, and in the Patients; 
whereby this Fever either becomes more 
perilous, or another Diſeaſe often ariſes ; 
for, by taking leſs Care at firſt than onght 
to have been uſed, it ſometimes begins with 
more grievous Symptoms ; as, with a 
Sickneſs of the Stomach, Loſs of Appetite, 
an inward Heat, an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, 
Sinking of the Spirits, Sighing and irregu- 
lar Returns of Heat and Cold, Watchings, 
and the like.

Some Phila,” too fond of the a 
Method in the Man agement of Fevers, from 
their Obſervation of the Uſefulneſs of that 
Conduct in inflammatory Diſtempers, ſuch 
as the Small-Pox, Rheumatiſms, Pleuri- 
ſies, Quinſies, and St. Anthony's Fire; have 
injudiciouſly extended it to the Cure of 
malignant Caſes, in which a conſiderable 
Quantity of the Blood is putrefied or pe- 
riſh'd by the Diſſolution or Separation of 
the Parts, as before deſcrib'd ; but they ſeem 
not to act under the Guidance of Reaſon, 
but, in a mechanical Way of Practice, ap- 
ply the ſame Method of Cure to all Sorts 
of Fevers, tho' their Nature be ever fo 
much diſtinguiſh'd. And hence it is, that 
theſe Gentlemen will not allow, that the 
miliary Eruptions are a regular Diſcharge 
of the Feveriſh Matter from the Blood ;

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They may as * affirm, that the Small- 
Pox, Meaſles, and Scarlet Suffuſions, Boils, 
and Blanes, ou d never appear on the 
Skin, were they not produce d and exclud- 
ed by the Adminiſtration of too warm an 
active Remedies. I have often ſeen thoſe 
Eruptions | break out in great Abundance, 
where the cool Method has been exactly 
obſerv'd ; and of this eyery Practiſer may 
be ſoon convinc'd, if he carefully attends 
to the Growth and Progreſs of this Diſtem- 
per.

many of you, as'T'faid before, are too ge- 
nerous to act ſo baſe a Part; büt a great 
Number are penutious to ſuch an excefliye 
Degree, that, altho your exorbitant Profits 
exceed thoſe of any other Trade vr Em- 
ployment in the whole World, you wou'd 
not privately advance a Shilling extraordi- 
nary, to fave the Life of the ioſt valuable 
Man in the Kingdom. How many perio- 
#ital Caſes bring on chronic Diſeaſes, and 
enſlave poor Mortals to a miferable Life, 
by the Uſe of bad Bark? How do the 
vital Liquids run off, in Diarbæa and 
Dyſenteries, from the Ute of the worſt Rhu- 
barb, Tpecacoanha, Diaſcordium, &c. * How 
much deceiv'd is the Phyfician, when the 
Apothecary ſubſtitutes a cheaper Medicine 
for a dearer, altho' the Price of the dearef 
wou d not amount to Six-pence a Doſe? 
Tah, How many periſh in Fevers, and 
linger on with other Diſeaſes, only for 
Want of good Drugs, 'Galenicals and Chy- 
micals * For God's Sake, Gentlemen, ye 
Sarveyars-general, I ſpeak to now, who by 
Authority fearch the Apothecaries Shops, 
= M Search 
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Search them narrowly from Stem to Stern, 
and where you ſee Cauſe, give a ſevere 
Reprimand; tho you ſhou d forfeit the 
Six Shillings; which are uſually given you, 
like Boluſſes, to eaſe * Pain of your Sto- 
machs, i 


The wholeſale Apothecaries and Chy- 
miſts are often , the Sources of theſe ter- 
rible Diſaſters, who baſely ſophiſticate, for 
the Sake of a little Profit, Medicines which 
circulate not only through this Kingdom, 
but many foreign Countries, and deftroy 
five Times more People, than wou'd die of 
Diſtempers in a natural Way ; and the 
Druggiſts, whoſe Principles are little bet- 
ter, for vending bad Drugs, excuſe them- 
ſelves, by ſaying, F they buy the Devil, they 
2 ſell the Devil; but, if the A e dee 
ries did not purchaſe him from Time to 
Time, they wou'd ſoon be tir d with ex- 
poſing him to Sale. | 


When you have got good Medicines, I 
muſt then beſeech you to learn the Uſe of 
them;

them; but hold you muſt firſt learn the 
Nature of Diſeaſes, and know well how to 
diſtinguiſh one from another; I ſpeak 
chiefly to you young Ones, tho the old 
Ones, many of them, wou'd not do amiſs 
to take my Advice: For this Purpoſe, 
ſearch out the beſt Authors; which will 
enrich your Senſes; read them over and 
over again, till their moſt remarkable Pre- 
cepts are ſtrongly impreſs d on your Minds; 

but, in the mean time, abſtain from Wine. 
and other ſtrong Liquors, left they drown 
all your r2aſonable Reflections, and hurt 
your Memory. Attend diligently the /a# 
Poor, as well as the Rich; for, tho' the lat- 
ter may beſt ſuit your Pockets, the former 
will ſerve you for experimental Knowledge, 
which in the End, if you have natural 
good Principles, will bring you more Sa- 
tisfaction, than the Mines of Mexico; but 
be eſpecially careful in your Experiments, 
that you do no Harm, for that ſhou'd al- 
ways be your firſt: Principle in Practice. 
Whenever you venture out of the beaten 
Track, or even follow the old one, go on

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with, Caution in giving /inall Doſes af a 
duuotſul Remedy, and be frequent in yaur 

Viſits to ſee the Effect of it; then proceed 
gradually Step by Step, and never quit the 
Diſeaſe, or the Remedy, till you are Mas 
ſter of both. When a, Phyſician attends 
your Patients, which you 70 often recom- 
mend, from, I am afraid, a % Senſe of 
your own Inabilities, or to ſwell your Bill 
to; ail greeter Bulk, don't think that your 
Buſineſs.is then done, for it more nearly 
concerns you n to attend with Di- 
ligence, as you have a greater Work. ſet 
before: you; now your: timorous Mind is 
ſet at Liberty, to inſpect narrowly into the 
Nature-of the, Diſeaſe, the Remedies pre- 
ſcrib'd-by the Phyſician, and to compare the 
Effects of them with your own Practice 
in the like, Caſes, The exorbitant Fees of 
the Doctor will ſeldom admit of more 
than ane Viſit a Day, and that at a Time 
vrhen, in arute Diſtempers, the frightful but 
.enformipg Symptoms of the Night are ei- 


ther going, or chiefly! gone off; therefore 
* is. ygur Duty, if * urea Fellow-

feeling for your Patient, or Regard for 
yourſelf, to be conſtant in your Rvening- 
Attendance, that thereby you may be ready 
the next Day to give a juſt Account of the 
Patients Welfare or Sufferings, from the 
Diſcaſe and the Remedy, as well as to 
eftabliſh yourſelf firm in that Opinion of 
the Sick, by your. Diligence, which cou'd 
not be brought about by your Judgment 
Ahne; this will never fail from Time to 
Time to advance your Reputation, till your 
Age and Succeſs fix you on à more ſolid 
Fou — But now preſents the diſmal 
Scene To do all this, you muſt leave 
your ling Pleaſures, Taverns, and Bottle 
Companions, Play-houſes, Gatming-houſes, 
and other public Diverſions; to' advance 
happily and ſucceſsfully in your Profeſſion, 
and to arrive at the Pinacle of univerſal 
good Character and Eſteem, you muſt 
forego all jovial Appointments, for the 
Sake, ſometimes, of one Patient only, and 
even that a poor one, to whom you muſt 
perhaps give your Advice and Medicines 
| ”_ ; who, notwithſtanding that, has a 
6 Life 
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Life at Stake, as valuable in his Station as 
that of an Emperor; for his Family are 
his loving Subjects, and his Cottage is his 
Kingdom, which muſt all droop and fall 
to Decay, after the Demiſe of their only 
King; therefore you muſt abſolutely at- 
tend him as diligently as the Rich, leſt, by 
a Surmiſe of Neglect, you loſe more Re- 
putation in one Day, than you will be able 
to recover by the greateſt Diligence i in many 
Months; ; eſpecially too, if you are but juſt

Confuſion will be your Attendants, till, by 
Time and conſtant Rubbing, you are ſuffi- 

ciently burniſh d, to ſtand the Fire of a 

cenforious Age : This is a long Leſſon, a 
bard Taft; but be aſſur d from me, that you 
will not have it in your Power to make any 
conſſderable F igure in your Profeſſion, accor- 
ding to the old Phraſe, 2ill you have no Teeth 
to eat your Bread, without you purſue the 
Courſe I have laid down; except indeed, 
as ſometimes happens, you have the Luck 
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to have the Bread put into your Mouths, by 
ſome well eſtabliſh'd Practitioners, who 
take you into Partnerſhip in an early Age: 
This is the good Fortune of ſome remark- 
able Boobies, who, from not being able 
to get Shoes and Stockings, if they were 
ſet on their own Legs barefoot, begin ſoon 
to get an Eſtate; while. others of Merit, 
Knowledge, and Succeſs, are oblig'd to 
trudge early and late, only for the Sake of 
a genteel Support. 


Now I have explain'd the Duty which 
more immediately concerns the Apothecary, 
I will give you farther Inſtructions for the 
Benefit -of your Patients, which will not 
altogether be uſeleſs to yourſelves. 


Be ſure to keep a watchful Eye over the 
ſleepy ſenſeleſs Nurſes, ſuffer no Error or 
Neglect in their Conduct to paſs unregarded, 
as many of you do, to gain their Eſteem, 
and thence their Commendation, or other- 
wiſe to avoid their weak and low Aſper- 


ſions,

ſions, and angrounded Prejudices: Pay the 
ſame Deference alſo to the mighty knowing 
M idwives, who are only a better Sort of 
Locuſts, that will take the Bread out. of 
your Mouths, if you do not ſmother. their 
Errors, and proclaim their Qualifications ; 
but mind this, you muſt be thorough- pac d 

in your Profeſſion, and have given repeat- 
ed Proofs of your Judgment, before you 
make this hazardous Attempt, Nothing" leſs 


than a forlorn Hope ; for Women are, by a 
Sort of Infatuation, ſo exceſſive fond of this 
Sort of Creatures, who from thence take 
ſnch Liberties, that ſometimes even in de- 
ſperate Caſes, they will, with an uncommon 
Stock of Impudence, tell you to your Face, 
in their Language, that ure they have not 
been ſo many Years Nurſes or Midwives, but 
that they know what belongs to the Cure of 
ſuch and ſuch an Ailment, better than a yourig 
_ Apothecary, This you muſt irrefiſtibly 
oppoſe, and never leave them, till you have 
fairly prov'd that they are Fools and Lyars ; 
otherwiſe, in Return, e will, much to 


your 
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your Diſadvantage, prove you to be a very 
ignorant Fellow, which, will ſoen ſpread, a- 


mongſt che neighbouring Women, your 
Body Guards; but then, I lay, you muſt be 
conſcious that you certainly. know how to 
vanquiſh the Diſorder, which, has ſet you 
at Variance, or muſt come to a Parley u p- 
on worſe Terms. But, leaving this Bi- 
greſſion, condeſcend to examine the ſeveral 
liquid Foods you have order d for your 
Patients Subſiſtence; be not content with 
one or. two Sorts ke. but have Plenty 
where it can be admitted. that the conſtant 
Supply which is neceſſary not only for the 
Diſeaſe, but from the Quality of the Me- 
dicines, may not nauſeate kk Stomach, | 
and rob you of Part of your Dependance 
in the Cure of the Patient; and indeed 
nothing contributes more to the Eaſe and 
_ Satisfation of the Sick, than Choice of 

Liquors properly made; for weak Sto- 
machs are ſoondiſ ſguſted. Ws 


: As the Phyſician is often diſcharg'd, ſo 
Joon as the Danger is over, the future Con- 
N duct 


„ 
duct of the Patient lies wholly upon yout 
Care; therefore now is the Time to beſtir 
yourſelf, to procure a perfect Recovery, by 
continuing the Medicines order d by the 
' Phyſician ; for at your Peril do not alter 
them, leſt by any Accident the Patient 
ſhou'd grow worſe, and you incur the 
Blame ; I fay, continue the Medicines, as 
long they are abſolutely neceſſary, but 10 
longer, and take upon you, with becoming 
Authority, to order the neceſſary Diet from 
Time to Time, and ſtrictly ſcrutinize into 
the Execution of your Orders ; which will 
not only always gain the Attention and 
Eſteem of the whole Family, but convince 
them of your upright Intention to prevent 
A Relapſe. 0

One Thing more I muſt add, and that 
is this, Revere the Profeſſion to which you 
belong, and treat every Member of it, who 
ſhall deſerve it, with the utmoſt Marks of 
Sincerity and Reſpect; be not reſerv d, but 
with an engaging Air and Freedom, i in your

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mutual Correſpondence, communicate eve- 
ry Thing you know for the public Wel- 
fare; let no good Thing be buried in the 
Grave, the Seat of Oblivien ; ; be courteous 
and affable to all Mankind, eſpecially the 
fick Poor, who, in their great Diſtreſs have 
little elſe to alleviate their Sorrows, than 
your ſympathizing Nature, mild Deport- 
ment, and benevolent Hand ; in ſhort, al- 
ways endeavour to act the Part of the real 
Gentleman, which, if you do not gain 
Riches, will generally procure you a con- 
tented Mind, the next Step to a happy 
Life. 


Theſe are the Requiſites, which, I have 
told you in my Preface, muſt be join'd 
with the Phyſician and his Preſcriptions, | 
in order to a happy and ſucceſsful. Prac- 
_ tice: But what with the Pride, Inability, 
and Self-conceit of many Phyſicians, the 
Neghgence, Ignorance, and Penury of many 
Apothecaries, Sophiſtication and Villainy of 
many Chymiſts and REY: I muſt, upon 
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
